In so far as an agreement is in writing whether in the form of a 
formal legal instrument, letters, articles of association, rules, resolu- 
tions or anything else, four copies of those documents must be fur- 


Sisimailie-dl winie blicans of tse agreement or the names of any parties 
to it are not contained in such a document, the person furnishing the 
particulars must set them out in a memorandum and sign it (four 
copies of the memorandum are required). One example of a case 
in which a memorandum will generally be required is an agreement 
made by a trade association whether with another trade association 
or an individual firm: for under the Act all members of the trade 
association are taken to be parties to the agreement and normally 
their names would not appear in the written agreement. 

In every case it is not only the terms of the agreement imposing 
restrictions which must be sent but the whole of the terms. 

Matters rather too involved to be dealt with in this article, but 
provided for in the regulations and discussed in the Guide, are cases 
in which large numbers of agreements are made in a common form 
and cases in which written agreements have been or are varied either 
before November 30, 1956, or, in the case of agreements made before 
August 2, 1956, before February 28, 1957. 


The Special Section 


The regulations and Guide also deal with the maintenance of the 
special section of the register which will not be open to public inspec- 
tion. If the person particulars of an agreement considers 
that any or all of them ought to be included in the special section, he 
is required to send with them a notice saying so and giving the 
reasons, i.e. why he thinks they should fall within (a) and (b) below. 
The will then not register the agreement until he has referred 
it to the Board of Trade. The Board are responsible for deciding 
whether any of the particulars should be entered in the special section 
on the grounds set out in Section 11 (3) of the Act. These grounds 
are that the particulars are: 

(a) jon gra containing information the publication of which 

would, in the opinion of the Board, be contrary to the public 
interest; 

(b) particulars containing information as to any secret process of 

manufacture or as to the presence, absence or situation of 
any mineral or other deposits or as to any other similar matter, 
being information the publication of which, in the opinion of 
the Board, would substantially damage the legitimate business 


interests of any person.

Scope and Limitations of the Guide 


The Guide which the Registrar has prepared is necessarily a 
‘technical handbook’ in form, sak te dahon. lets fe oho guteeel 
reader than to help those required to furnish particulars of agreements. 
It will be remembered that under the Act, once any party to an 
agreement furnishes particulars of it, all the other parties are freed 
from any obligation to do so. Whoever undertakes the duty of furnish- 

ing particulars of course, be conversant with the Restrictive 
Tends Gaeisices daa, 1956, and with the regulations mentioned above. 
The Guide is not intended to, and cannot, be any substitute for a study 
of the actual about restrictive ts. It can 


trading agreemen 
only give the Registrar’s present views about it. But it does attempt 
to set out in a convenient order notes on those parts of the Act and 
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regulations which are immediately relevant to registration. It deals 
first with the questions which arise in deciding whether an agreement 
is registrable or not (including those provisions of the Act which 
specially exempt agreements that would otherwise be of a registrable 
kind). It then deals with the procedure for furnishing particulars of 
agreements which are registrable; and it includes a po on the 
position of associations under the Act. 

There is one point which applies only to trade associations and which 
may be worth specific mention. Under Section 6 (7) of the Act, if a 
trade association makes to its members, or any class of them, specific 
recommendations about prices, terms and so on, the Act requires the 
articles of association or other document constituting the association 
to be treated as if it contained a term binding the members to whom 
the recommendations are sent to comply with them. This means 
that where an association makes such recommendations, its constitu- 
tion must be sent for registration together with a memorandum setting 
out the ‘implied term’ and, of course, the parties to whom it applies. 


The Certificate Forms 


Finally, a word about forms. As mentioned above, all particulars 
sent to the Registrar must be accompanied by a form of certificate. 
To avoid producing a single form which would necessarily have been 
extremely complicated if it had had to cover all types of agreements 
and variations and determinations of them, a series of six forms have 
been designed for use in various cases. Forms C1-3 are for accompany- 
ing particulars of agreements for registration. Forms C4-6 are for 
accompanying particulars of the variation or determination of agree- 
ments. The cases in which each should be used are as follows: 

Form C1 — For agreements constituted by the articles of association, 

rules or bye-laws of a trade association or by 
means, to which the only parties are members of the 
association or persons represented by those members. 

Form C2 - For a series of agreements in common form, in which 

one party, or group of parties, is common to all and 
another different in each. 

Form C3 - For all other agreements. 


Form C4 - For the variation or determination of all agreements 
except a series in common form.

The Export Merchant as an Outlet for Trade 


To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, - Absolutely essential in the early days of world trade, since 
he was both shipowner as well as trader, conveying and ex 
British products for foreign wares, the export merchant has become 
such a part of the sales pattern of this country that, even to-day with 
the build-up of vast commercial concerns equipped to do their own 
exporting, not far short of 50 per cent. of our exports pass through 
his hands. Indeed, our merchant system is the envy of competing 
countries and is, in fact, courted and used by them to an appreciable 
extent. At first sight, this may appear to be contrary to the interests 
of British trade but such is not the case, as the profits so earned are 
additions to our country’s holdings of foreign currency without 
expenditure of labour, imported raw materials and the many things 
which go to make the finished article. 

Even so, the vast bulk of merchandise exported by over 600 firms 
which are members of the National General Export Merchants’ 
Group is produced in the United Kingdom, and I want to show how 
this powerful trading community can render invaluable service to 
the manufacturer contemplating exploring the possibilities of penetrat- 
ing overseas markets with his products and thereby contributing in a 
very real sense to national w ; 


For a long time the export merchant has been shipping an 
appreciable part of the exports of the large and medium-sized manu- 
facturers, often where these manufacturers have also their own efficient 
export departments. For many small firms with little or no expert 
trained. staff for selling overseas, the merchant has been the sole 
means of getting their goods into foreign markets. Nig ne Tig yg ng

Notes to assist in completion will be attached to each form. These 
forms will be ready about the middle of November, and a further 
announcement will be made in the Board of Trade Journal on Novem- 
ber 17 about the places, other than the Registrar’s Office, from which 


they can be obtained. 

In addition to the Guide and regulations mentioned above, the 
Registrar has also made the Registration of pees 4 
Agreements (Fees) Regulations, 1956 (S.I. ie y 5 1655), which 
prescribes the fees for inspecting the register and for the supply of 
copies or extracts from registered agreements. 


Although both sets of regulations are made to become operative on 
November 30, it must be emphasized that the register of agreements 
will not exist for some time to come. Parties to agreements ‘called up 
by the Board of Trade Order have from November 30, 1956, until 
February 28, 1957, to send in particulars; and the register will not 
be opened until the Registrar has received and examined particulars 
of a substantial number of agreements. 


Restrictive Agreements on Exports 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have issued a leaflet describing the pro- 
cedure for notification to them of restrictive trading agreements 
relating to exports. 


Under the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, most restrictive

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such coverage can well be obtained since most merchants concentrate 
on certain markets or groups of markets. 

There is no mystery about all this, It is simply a case of specialization 
which, frequently acquired over centuries of ing, often carried 
on as a tradition from father to son, has created a ‘know-how’ and 
a reputation overseas which is a source of pride to those of us engaged 
in this-ancient craft. 

In my opinion we export merchants have, if anything, been too 
silent about our function. Engaged as we are entirely on selling 
overseas, we may have been apt to overlook the many manufacturing 
newcomers at home who might well benefit from what we can do for 
them. The large and medium-sized firms already know and use us; 
it is the smaller man we must increasingly assist. And yet he can, in 
fact, readily contact us. All he has to do is to ask his Board of 'Trade 
Regional Office, or Chamber of Commerce, to put him in touch with 
the National General Export Merchants Group, who will have details 
of his products circulated among their members. It is as easy as that!

Improved Prospects for British Goods in 
European Markets 
To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, - I have recently returned from a tour of France, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Italy and Switzerland, where I visited 
universities, medical schools, hospitals, etc., and observed industrial 
development, health services, educational systems, scientific develop- 
ment, etc. 


From conversations with business and professional men and women 
in these countries, I formed the opinion that the prospects for British 
exporters are better today than they were a few years ago owing to 
the rising costs in those countries, which factor shows British prices 
in a more competitive light. Up to a year ago, I understood, German 
exporters were capturing the European export markets on account 
of lower prices and speedy delivery as compared with their British 
counterparts: today it is being said that the ‘Germans are no better 
than the British: delivery promises are not kept, the Germans have 
more orders than they can cope with, and they are becoming independ- 
ent, and their prices are rising.’ 


This is a comforting thought for British exporters, but complacency 
on their part would be foolish. Greater efforts should be made to ensure 
prompter delivery, highest possible quality and price stability. If 
this can be done, then Britain stands a very good chance of re-capturing 
some of her export trade which has been lost in the last year or so to 
German competitors. This change has been partly brought about by 
the rising demand on the German domestic markets as the result of 
increased wages and better living conditions in Germany, which, in 
my opinion, has had the effect of bringing up. production costs some- 
what closer to those prevailing in Britain today. 

There is a definite preference for British goods in Austria, Hungary 
and Yugoslavia, and in other countries to a lesser degree. Hungary 
in particular wants British goods, because, I was told, they are of 
better quality and work out cheaper than German goods. But Hungary 
is short of sterling and must export to Britain in order to be able to 
pay for imports. 


Hungary is mainly a food-producing country, although in recent 
years she has built up many acturing industries. They are on 
a small scale compared with ours: nevertheless, she has industries 
now, and among those which are by no means unimportant are the 
chemical and pharmaceutical industries. The need to export does in 
some small way make Hungary a competitor of Britain, at least in 
the South Eastern European markets, but her exporters are not very 
successful, It appears that they cannot yet compete with us on quality 
and price, except in certain cases where some of their pharmaceutical 
chemicals are being exported to Britain and elsewhere. Packed 
pharmaceuticals, cosmetics and sanitary goods seen in pharmacists’ 
shops in Hungary appear to be very costly, old fashioned and un- 
attractive, The Hungarian manufacturers do not apparently place 
any importance on attractive packs as pharmacists deo in this country.

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Advice Obtainable from the

EXPORTERS to the United States may not be fully aware of the 
extensive assistance which can be obtained from the Treasury 
Attache of the United States Embassy, Grosvenor Square, London, 
W.1. (Telephone: Grosvenor 9000.) The Attache, Mr. Charles 
Howard, is an official representative of the United States Treasury 
Department, which controls the Bureau of Customs, the Internal 
Revenue Service and the Foreign Assets Control in addition to its 
other responsibilities. Mr. Howard is empowered to give advice on 
aspects of the regulations issued by these Bureaux (except income tax) 
and, where necessary, to obtain rulings from them on doubtful points. 
Some problems are, of course, more easily dealt with by personal 
contact than by correspondence, and Mr. Howard is glad to see 
inquirers by appointment. 


The advice of the Attache may be sought with advantage in cases of 
difficulty on: 


Classification of Imported Goods and Rate of Customs Duty 
: In a large number of cases this information is readily available 
in the Attache’s office; where there may be doubt or difficulty, the Treasury 
Attache will obtain a ruling direct from the United States Bureau of Customs. 
Such rulings are, when issued, circulated by that Bureau to the Collectors 
of Customs at all posts and, once established and published, cannot be 
upset without notice that they are under review, and opportunity being 
given to interested parties to make known their views. If, as a result of the 
review, the classification is changed, the new ruling does not become effective 
until 90 days after publication. 


Value for Duty Purposes: Goods liable to an ad valorem rate of duty 
are not necessarily valued for the purpose of such duty at the invoice eee 
the Treasury Attache is able to advise exporters on the United States 
valuation law. In cases of doubt as to the effect of the law in any particular 
class of sale, the Attache is able to obtain an opinion from Customs 
authorities in the United States.

Interpretations of the United States Customs regulations on 
are issued regularly by the Bureau of Customs; copies are held by the 
Treasury Attache who will advise exporters as to acceptable methods of 
marking and the standard exemptions. Otherwise an authoritative opinion 
will be obtained from the United States.

The Bureau of Customs also has the responsibility, to some extent, 
of enforcing the regulations of other branches of the United States 
Government. Those of interest to exporters relate to: 


Food and Drug Administration. Labeling and packing of wines and spirits. 
Wool Products Labeling Act. International traffic in firearms. 
Trade marked merchandise. Flammable Fabrics Act. 


The Treasury Attache will assist exporters in respect of these 
matters. 


The Treasury Attache has issued several circulars relating to 
Customs matters. Three of these circulars of immediate interest to 
exporters are: Valuation for United States Customs Purposes; 
Marking of Merchandise imported into the United States; and 
Importation of Samples into the United States. Copies may be 
obtained on request from the Treasury Attache.

Report of Reviewing Committec 
on Export of Works of Art 


CONTROL OVER the export and import of works of art came into 
being as a war-time measure, primarily to safe-guard foreign exchange. 
A Committee under Lord Waverley was appointed by Sir Stafford 
Cripps in October, 1950 to review the position as regards export 
control and make recommendations. The Waverley Report, which 
came out in 1952, made a number of proposals for ensuring fair 
consideration for each application for an export licence. It also 
proposed the establishment of a Reviewing Committee, to consider 
cases in which the expert advisers to the Board of Trade opposed 
the issue of an export licence, and to advise the Chancellor in cases 
where a special purchase grant was needed to save from exportation 
works of art, manuscripts, etc., which in the interest of conserving 
the national treasure, should not, in the Committee’s view, leave the 
country. 


The Third Report of the Reviewing Committee, published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, as Cmd. 9882, 
price 1s. 3d. (by post 1s. 5d.), shows that in the year to June 30, 1956, 
8,330 applications to export works of art were received by the Board 
of Trade who consult their expert advisers about cases which exceed 
certain limits of age, value or length of stay in this country. In the 
same period 1,227 licences were issued in respect of applications 
which had been so referred to the expert advisers, and the Report 
gives details of eight cases which were considered by the Reviewing 
Committee because the expert advisers had recommended that a 
licence to export should be refused on grounds of national importance. 

The Waverley Committee criteria applied in these cases are as 
follows: 

Is the object so closely connected with our history and national life 
that its departure would be a misfortune? 

Is it of outstanding aesthetic importance? 

Is it of outstanding significance for the study of some particular branch 
of art, learning or history? 


Overdrafts of Nationalized 
Industries 


IN ACCORDANCE with the arrangements introduced at the beginning 
of September, the Treasury now announce the total of the bank 
overdrafts, as at the third Wednesday of October (October 17), of 
the industries and undertakings to which advances may be made under 
Section 42 of the Finance Act, 1956. 


The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities in question 
at October 17 was £90-4 million, of which £82-2 million was from 
the Clearing Banks and £8-2 million from the Scottish Banks. 

Notes: The industries and undertakings to which advances may 
be made under Section 42 of the Finance Act, 1956, are the Central 
Electricity Authority, the North of Scotland Hydro-Electric Board, 
the South of Scotland Electricity Board, the Gas Council, the British 
Transport Commission, British Overseas Airways Corporation, and 
British European Airways. 

The overdraft figures for August 15 and September 19 (the dates 
of the two preceding monthly statements of the Committee of London

The October figures now announced show the position after taking 
account of the receipt of Exchequer advances totalling £18-2 million, 
which were made on October 17. This was a considerably smaller 
figure than the advances in the previous two months ({£27- 2 million 
in August and £35-5 million in September). 


Design Centre had 380,000 Visitors 
in First Six Months 


AT A PRESS CONFERENCE and reception held at The Design 
Centre, 28 Haymarket, London, S.W.1,.0n October .25, Mr. W. J. 
Worboys, the Chairman of the Council of Industrial gave an 
outline of the progress made by the Centre since it was opened by 
the Duke of Edinburgh on Apzil 26, 1956. 


In these six months the Design Centre has shown a continuous 
but changing display of British-made goods in current production 
covering a very wide range, and at no time has the average somes of 
exhibits been allowed to fall below 950 to 1,000. In addition, three 
special ‘category’ exhibitions devoted to industries have 
also been staged — ‘Design in Cotton,’ ‘Britain at-Table’ and ‘Design 
in Carpets’ — besides other small displays of general interest. 


Mr. Worboys emphasized that the aim of the Design Centre was 
to convince retailers that it is a good policy to: stock, and manu- 
facturers that it is a wise policy to make, well-designed products — 
and thus to influence the export trade, since a discriminating home 
market is the finest basis for our exports. 


Since its opening to the public the Design Centre has been visited 
by some 380,000 people, among whom were a great number of visitors 
from overseas; the large majority have been trade buyers from 46 
different countries. The view has been expressed that the Design 
Centre arrived at the right time and has filled a national need. 


Simplified Census of.Production 
for 1956 


AS ALREADY ANNOUNCED, the Census of Production to be taken 
in 1957 for the year 1956 will be a simplified census on a sample basis, 
similar to last year’s census. An order prescribing the matters about 
which returns may be required has now been made by the Board of 
Trade. Undertakings producing coal, gas, electricity, oil-shale, crude 
or refined petroleum or shale oil products are exempted from making 
Census of Production returns to the extent to which they supply the 
necessary information to the Minister of Fuel and Power (or in certain 
cases to the Secretary of State for Scotland). 


Firms affected by the census have already been notified. 


The order, which operates int) December 31, 1956, is the Census 
of Production (1957) (Returns and Exempted Persons) Order, 1956

General Annual Report on Companies 


THE GENERAL ANNUAL REPORT for 1955* on matters relating to 
companies has just been issued by the Board of ‘Trade. 


The introductory paragraphs describe the more important company 
matters dealt with by the Board of Trade. These include the progress 
of registrations ; the number of companies on the registers ; the winding- 
up of companies; the administration of the Companies Act under 
various provisions; appointments of inspectors to investigate the 
affairs of companies; and prosecutions by the Board of Trade. The 
general information is supplemented by detailed statistical tables for 
comparison with previous years. A list of Orders and Regulations 
made under the Act is also included. 


The Report shows that 307,596 companies were on the registers in 
Great Britain on December 31, 1955 ¢ with 295,720 on 
December 31, 1954). Of those total figures, 291,083 (279, 113) were 








private companies and 16,513 (16,607) were public companies, 


The total number of new companies registered during the year 1955 
was 17,507 (15,855), which was more than in any year since 1947. 


The number of new companies registered with a share capital was 
17,349 (15,713), comprising 17,329 (15,682) private companies and 
20° (31) public companies, the nominal capital of the companies so 
registered being £115°6 million (£77'1 million). 


During the year 5,631 (6,224) companies were dissolved or struck 
off the Registers, and winding-up proceedings were begun in 3,589 
(3,640) cases, of which 398 (427) were compulsory liquidations.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday October 25 
Duty-free Imports of Maize 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked what concessions were obtained at Geneva in return for 
the binding of the duty-free entry of foreign maize into the United 
Kingdom. 

He replied that concessions were not exchanged at Geneva on a 
commodity for commodity basis. Our commitment on maize could 
not therefore be related to particular concessions received by us. 


Anglo-Australian Trade Talks 


The President stated that talks on Anglo-Australian trade were 
adjourned in August to allow further study to be completed in both 
countries. They were resumed on October 4 and were continuing. 


Trade with Soviet Union 


Asked if he would make a statement about Anglo-Soviet trade 
developments, following the visit of the Soviet Trade Mission led 
by Mr. Malychev, the President said that there had been a very 
gratifying increase in our exports to the U.S.S.R. this year. He hoped 
that in due time the visit of the Mission to which the questioner 
referred would lead to a further improvement in our exports to the 
U.S.S.R., but he understood that orders resulting from that Mission 
were not likely to be placed in any large quantity before the end of the 
year. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


The President was asked to state how many false or inaccurate 
trade descriptions had been subject to summonses by his department 
during the last 12 months; and whether he would give particulars of 
the principal items involved. 


He replied that there were 19 prosecutions during the 12 months 
ended September 30 last. Brief particulars of the cases and items 
involved in prosecutions brought under the Merchandise Marks Acts 
were placed in the Library of the House at six-monthly intervals. 


Free Trade and the Commonwealth 


A questioner asked the President if he had a statement to make 
about his talks with the Canadian Minister of Trade. He answered 
that on his way to Washington last month, he took the opportunity 
to give Canadian Ministers in Ottawa a preliminary outline of the 
European free trade area proposals which had been the subject of 
earlier Questions. The considered views of the Canadian Government, 
as of other Commonwealth Governments, were now awaited. 


Overseas Visitors to Britain 


The number of overseas visitors to the United Kingdom during 
the six months from April to September this year was about 800,000, 
compared with 765,000 in 1955, 656,000 in 1954 and 595,000 in 1953, 
it was stated. The amount of currency which accrued from expenditure 
in this country by these visitors was provisi estimated at £84 
million, compared with £79 million in 1955, £69 million in 1954 and 
£62 million in 1953. 


Hire Purchase Agreements 


The President was asked if he would introduce legislation declaring 
a moratorium on the power of hire-purchase firms to repossess them- 
selves of household goods on which substantial payments had been 
made where the hirer became unemployed after the hiring agreement 
and produced a certificate from the employment exchange that suitable 
alternative employment could not be found. 

The President replied ‘No, Sir.’ The Hire-Purchase Acts, which 
applied to virtually all agreements for household goods, already 
provided that where at least one-third of the hire-purchase price had 
been paid the owner might not repossess the goods except by action 
through the courts. 





European Free Trade Area 


A questioner asked the President if he would give in tabular form 
the classes of goods that were subject to import duties, and which 
would have to be reduced or abolished as a result of the United 
Kingdom entering the European Cuntnanh Union; the rate per cent. 
of each duty; and the volume of imports last year from each of the 
countries included in the proposed Free Trade area of Europe. 

The President replied that he must es that there was no 
question of the United Kingdom entering the European Customs 
Union; it was not the alignment of our external tariffs with those of 
Europe which was being considered but the creation within Europe 
of an area within which restrictions on the free exchange of manu- 
factured goods would be progressively removed. It would not be 
practicable within the compass of this answer to tabulate the rates of 
duty chargeable on all goods which would be included in the suggested 
mutual free trade area. As regarded the last part of the Question, it 
was not possible at this stage to say which countries would be members 
of the mutual free trade area if it were formed. 


Shirts from Hong Kong 


The President was asked whether he was aware of the continued 
concern felt by shirt, collar, and tie manufacturers about the imports 


country. 
The President stated that he was aware that there was concern 
in the industry about those imports. Up-to-date information of the 
number of shirts produced in the United Kingdom was not available, 
but he was always ready to discuss with the industry methods of 
improving the statistics of production. The best estimate he could 
make of the number of shirts imported from Hong Kong as a rs 
tion of the total number produced in the United Kingdom in the 
year ending June 1956 was that it was between 10 and 20 per cent 
In terms of value those imports represented less than 5 per cent. of 
production in the same period. The figures also indicated the 
value of shirts produced in the United Kingdom, though lower than 
in the years 1951-53, increased in 1955 compared with 1 
rate of production had increased again this year. In those 
stances he could see no justification for action inconsisten 
general Commonwealth commercial policy. 


Sale of Spring-Clip Knives 


The Secretary of State for the Home Department, Major 
Lloyd-George, was asked whether he had now decided to take action 
to keep spring-clip knives out of the hands of young persons; if he

The President replied that the level of imports of synthetic rubber 
authorized for 1957 took account of United Kingdom manufacturers’ 
estimate of increased requirements of the general purpose type. 
That followed the Government’s policy towards on of synthetic 
rubber, which, as the Minister of State n his reply on 
December 13, 1955, was to allow nranufacturers . ‘ton choice of 
materials so far as the balance of payments permitted. The restrictions 
on imports of synthetic rubber were imposed for balance of payments 
reasons and could not be used for protective purposes. The proportion 
of synthetic rubber used in this country was still below that of our 
major competitors in export markets but it was increasing. 

The Government of Malaya, who were consulted in advance, 
expressed the views that the programme should not be increased 
beyond the level for 1956. The arguments they advanced were fully 
considered before a decision was taken. Representations which had 
been received subsequently from the Rubber Producers’ Council of 
Malaya had not, in Her Majesty’s Government’s view, added any 
further argumeats which would justify reconsidering their decision. 


Monday October 29 


Shirts from Hong Kong 


A Member asked the President to state what was the number of 
shirts made in Hong Kong which were imported into the United 
Kingdom in 1955, and to the latest convenient date in 1956, respect- 
ively; what proportion of normal United Kingdom output this repre- 
sented; and how the price compared with the home product. 

The President replied that the numbers of woven shirts imported 
from Hong Kong during 1955 and in the period January-August 1956 
were 484,155 dozen and 479,657 dozen respectively. He had no reason 
to believe that those shirts were not made in Hong Kong. Precise 
figures of United Kingdom cu:rent output were not available but in 
the year ending June 1956 those imports were estimated on the basis 
of Census of Production to have represented between 10 and 20 per 
cent. of home production in quantity and less than 5 per cent. in 
value. Average prices of shirts sold by United Kingdom manufacturers 
were currently about four times the c.i.f. prices of shirts imported 
from Hong Kong, but all the indications were that the sizes and quality 
of the garments were not comparable, Whilst imports of shirts from 
Hong Kong had been rising, sales of shirts by United Kingdom 
manufacturers had increased substantially since 1954. 


Trade with Eastern Germany 


Asked to state what amount of trade had been done with Eastern 
Germany during the past 12 months, to the most convenient date; 
and what were the principal commodities exported and imported, the 
President gave the following information:

Development of Britannia Aircraft 
The our oy Supply, Mr. Reginald Maudling, stated ye! 
expenditure by the Ministry of Supply to date on the development of 
the Britannia series of aircraft, including the cost of installation engines, 
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was about £6°5 million, and on the Proteus engine, about £11°5 
million. Recoveries were made on account of this expenditure by 
levies imposed on the sales of production aircraft, engines and spares 
to customers other than Her Majesty’s Government. 


Exports of Aircraft 


The Minister of Supply was asked how many aircraft, civil and 
military, it was anticipated would be exported from this country 
during 1956. 

He replied that it was expected that a total of 727 aircraft would be 
exported during 1956. Inclusive of aircraft engines, and aircraft parts 
and equipment, this would represent a value of some £105 million, or 
an increase of 64 per cent. over the corresponding figure for last year. 
He was sure the questioner would agree this was a most creditable 
achievement on the part of the aircraft industry. 


Tuesday October 30 


Monopolies Commission on Heavy Electrical Plant 


A Member asked for a statement on the request by the heavy elec- 
trical plant manufacturers that parts of the Monopolies Commission’s 
report on that industry should not be published, He also asked to 
what extent it was estimated that their sales to the Central Electricity 
Authority had been used to subsidize their export business. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, ‘replied that the President was considering the requests 
he had received from various quarters that if certain matters were 
dealt with in the report, they should be excised before publication. 
As regards the second part of the question, he asked the Member to 
await publication of the report and not to draw any inference about 
its contents from statements reported in the Press. 


Iron and Steel for Rural Craftsmen 


Asked if, as a result of consultations between the Iron and Steel 
Board, the British Iron and Steel Federation, and the National 
Association of Iron and Steel Holders, the President had now been 
able to improve the supply of iron and mild steel for rural craftsmen, 
the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, said the 
inquiry about which the questioner was informed in September was 
not yet complete. But he understood that there had been a further 
increase in total supplies of the small sizes of iron and steel which 
were normally used by rural craftsmen. 


Grant to Festival of Wales Committee 


Asked whether the Festival of Wales Committee would be allowed 
a grant for their activities during the visit of the Empire Games to the 
Principality in 1958, Mr. Low said ‘No, Sir.’ Such funds as were 
available to assist the tourist industry could best be expended on 
overseas tourist promotion, and he could assure the questioner that 
the British Travel and Holidays Association would not overlook the 
Festival in their tourist promotion campaign for the 1958 season. 


Exports of Pottery 

The President was asked to what extent pottery exports had dropped 
in the first eight months of 1956 compared with the first eight months 
of 1955, and what action he was taking to promote an expansion of 
such exports. 

The President replied that exports of domestic pottery in the first 
eight months of this year totalled £9,709,334 as compared with 
£10,006,464 for the same period last year. On the second part of the 
question, he referred the Member to a reply given on July 5.

Citrus Fruits from United States 

Imports of citrus fruit from the United States under Mutual Aid 
arrangements had been substantially greater in 1956 than last year, 
Mr. Low stated. He could hold out no prospect of dollars being made 
available for further purchases but he understood that the new season’s 
supplies other sources were beginning to arrive. 


Trade Agreement with Czechoslovakia 


Mr. Low stated that a Trade Arrangement was signed on October 22 
and formal arrangements for trade with Czechoslovakia now existed 
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for the first time for over two years. The Arrangement provided 
generally for trade until the end of 1959 but detailed quotas had been 
negotiated, in the first instance, only until the end of 1957. During 
this period Czechoslovak quotas for our exports amounted to some 
£5% million and we had undertaken to licence up to £8 million of 
Czechoslovak goods apart from certain other Czechoslovak products 
which might already be imported under open licence. It was recognized 
in the Arrangement that trade need not be restricted, in either direc- 
tion, to the goods and quotas provided for, and the Arrangement 
would not only provide new opportunities for increased United 
Kingdom exports but, in conjunction with two Exchanges of Notes on 
Financial Matters which would be published as a White Paper, would 
result in the resumption by Czechoslovakia of payment of compensa- 
tion for the nationalization of British property. 


Shortage of Shipping for Exported Cars 


Asked to what extent the restriction of shipping consequent upon 
the requisitioning of ships for the Suez emergency had delayed export 
of motor-cars to foreign markets, Mr. Low said it was not possible to 
give any precise estimate of the effect which the requisitioning and 
diversion of ships had had upon the value of our exports recorded in 
August and September. While it appeared that there had been some 
reduction in recorded exports as a result of these factors, the reduction 
was likely to have been relatively small. 


Movement of Labour in European Free Trade Area 


On the subject of the European free trade area a Member asked 
what arrangements were contemplated for permitting the freer move- 
ment of labour from country to country within the area, and what 
safeguards were envisaged for our armament producing industries 
‘so as to enable the United Kingdom to defend itself i in case of another 
European war,’ 

Mr. Low replied that under the proposals now being considered, 
arrangements for the movement of labour would remain within the 
control of the individual Governments. As regards the second part of 
the question, he referred the Member to the reply given to him on 
October 25. (See page 919). 


Wednesday October 31 


Overseas Trade Fairs 


Asked what arrangements he was making to review the policy of 
his Department regarding overseas trade fairs and exhibitions, the 
President replied that he had asked the Minister of State to act as 
Chairman of a Committee to advise him on this matter. The following 
gentlemen had generously agreed to serve on the committee: 
Mr. R. P. S. Bache, Mr. J. E. C. Bailey, Mr. W. B. Beard, Sir 
Ernest W. Goodale, Mr. John McLean, Mr. F. Rostron, Sir Cecil 
Weir, and Mr. W. J. Worboys. In addition, the Foreign Office, 
Commonwealth Relations Office and Board of Trade were repre- 
sented by senior officials on the Committee which recently held its 
first meeting.

Direct Telephone Link with New Delhi 


A NEW RADIO-TELEPHONE LINK with India was opened on 
October 26, when the Postmaster General spoke to the Indian Minister 
for Communications, Mr. Jagjivan Ram, over a direct London-New 
Delhi radio circuit. 

Service with India had been available previously between 6.0 a.m. 
and 6.45 p.m. over radio circuits to Poona and Calcutta, but the direct 
service with New Delhi largely avoids the use of long overland 
extensions from Poona. Charges remain the same at {3 Os. Od. for 
three minutes. 


Calls to and from India have increased rapidly i in recent years, and 
the additional radio link improves the service not only to New Delhi 
but also to places such as Amritsar, Lucknow, Agra and Jodhpur.

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Industrial Building in Great Britain in Third Quarter 


INDUSTRIAL BUILDING SCHEMES totalling just over 20 million square 
feet were granted Industrial Development Certificates in the third 
quarter of 1956. This area was higher than that approved in the 
second quarter of 1956 (14:3 million square feet), but slightly less 
than in the third quarter of 1955. The area approved in the first 
three-quarters of 1956 represented a quarterly average of 18-7 million 
square feet. This was lower than the average quarterly figure for 
1955 (22-9 million square feet), but higher than that for any other 
previous year since the war. 

The total area of buildings notified to the Board of Trade up to 
the end of September 1956 as having started in the second quarter 


of this year was 12-3 million square feet. Experience suggests that 
this figure will be revised upwards to just over 14 million square 
feet as further information becomes available. The area notified as 
started in the first quarter is now 15-5 million square feet. 

The total area notified as under construction at the end of June 1956 
(99 million square feet). was the highest quarterly figure since the 
war.

Substantial Increases in Capital Expenditure 
During Second Quarter 


THE PROVISIONAL estimates of changes in fixed capital expenditure 
during the second quarter of this year, which were given in the 
Board of Trade Journal on October 6, 1956, have not been much 
affected by returns since received from companies contributing to 
the Board of Trade’s regular sample inquiry. Details of expenditure 
during the second quarter compared with average expenditure during 
1954 are given in table 1 and of expenditure during the first half of 
this year compared with the corresponding period of 1955 in table 2. 

The general picture is one of a continued high level of capital 
expenditure, with expenditure by manufacturing industry about a 
quarter higher than a year earlier, an increase similar to that during 
the first quarter. In the shipping industry and in the miscellaneous 
group of distribution and service industries, however, expenditure 
was only a little higher than a year earlier although there had been 
much larger increases during the first quarter. 

While the increase in expenditure by manufacturing industry as a 
whole was about the same for both quarters of 1956 compared with 
the corresponding quarters of 1955, some industry groups, particularly 
the vehicle trades, showed smaller increases for the second quarter 


than for the first quarter. Expenditure by the metal manufacturing 
and metal using trades, however, showed substantially larger increases 
over a year earlier than they did in the first quarter. Manufacturing 
industry's total expenditure during the first half of 1956 was 27 per 
cent. higher than it was in the first half of 1955 (plant and machinery 
22 per cent. higher, vehicles 14 per cent. higher and building work 
43 per cent. higher), but there is a considerable variation between 
the broad groups of industries, ranging from an increase of 6 per cent. 
in the textiles and clothing group to 53 per cent. in the paper and 
printing trades and 47 per cent. and 41 per cent. respectively in the 
chemical and allied trades and the vehicles trades. 


Expenditure by shipping companies during the second quarter was 
only slightly higher than a year earlier but during the first half of the 
year expenditure was 7 per cent. above the first half of 1955. Expendi- 
ture by companies operating in ‘Other Industries’ during the second 
quarter was also only a little higher than a year earlier but expenditure 
during the first quarter was nearly half as high again as in the first 
quarter of 1955 and for the first half of this year expenditure was 
22 per cent. higher than a year earlier.

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Production of Man-made Fibres 


in September 


THE SEASONAL rise in total production of man-made fibres in 

was not so marked as in 1955. In the period July- 
September total output was 5 per cent. less than in the third quarter 
of 1955. This decrease may be largely attributed to reduced demand 
for continuous filament yarn for industrial purposes (tyros, etc.); 
deliveries of these yarns in the third quarter were 27 per cent. less 
than in the corresponding period of 1955. 

Home deliveries of staple fibre in the period July-September were 
23 per cent. greater than a year ago. Deliveries to all the principal 
spinning industries contributed to this increase. 

For the third ‘successive quarter an increase was recorded in 
deliveries of continuous filament yarn for export which in the third 
quarter this year were 8 per cent. greater than the high figure estab- 
lished in the corresponding period of 1955. Deliveries of staple fibre 
for export continued to decline in the third quarter when they were 
63 per cent, below the average quarterly rate recorded in 1955.

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British Standards 











Protective Helmets for Motor 
Cyclists 


Copies of the following British Standards are obtainable at the 
prices stated from the British Standards Institution, Sales Branch, 
2 Park Street, London, W.1. 


Stricter safety requirements are contained in a new edition of the 
three-year-old British Standard for motor cyclists’ protective helmets. 
‘The revised standard (B.S. 2001 :1956) appears at a time when a new 
Road Traffic Act has been passed which will make it a criminal 
offence to sell a motor cyclist’s protective helmet of a type not 
approved by the Ministry of Transport. 


‘The Standard has been extensively changed in the light of research 
conducted by the Road Research Laboratory. The main differences 
between the revised and the original standard are concerned with 
testing procedure designed to ensure that helmets made to the new 
specification will provide the greatest practicable protection to motor 
cyclists consistent with wearability and reasonable cost. 


No helmet can be described as complying with the standard unless 
it carries the B.S.I. ‘Kite-mark’ of approval, which is conditional on 
the manufacturer following a strict routine of testing, examination 
and inspection. 

All testing will be carried out at a central station controlled by 
B.S.I. Prototypes of every model to be marketed will be tested before 
approval is given, and thereafter samples from the production line 
will be tested at regular intervals. B.S.I. inspectors visit factories 
unannounced, and take check samples for testing. In addition, helmets 
may be bought on the open market for check-testing. 


Each approved type of helmet will have the Kite-mark stamped 
permanently on the headband and on a swing ticket attached to the 
harness giving advice on the care and use of the helmet. (Price 3s.) 


Protective Rubber Boots (Leather Soled) for Firefighting and 
Other Purposes 
B.S. 2781 was primarily prepared at the request of the Ministry 
of Defence to provide for protective boots for firefighters. The special 
qualities of the boots, however, make them suitable for wear by quarry 
workers and others engaged on work which calls for protective 
footwear with characteristics such as those set by this new standard. 


These boots do not offer protection against electric shock. 


The Standard specifies requirements for materials, design, manu- 
facture and marking. Four methods of test are specified in appendices.

The Canadian Market for Lifting Equipment 


The article below is based on a report prepared in the offices of United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in Canada for the 


Special Register Information Service of the Board of Trade Export Services Branch. Copies of the r 
Special Register circulars are available to United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters who enroll on the terms 
under the heading ‘Information for United Kingdom Exporters’ on page 932 of this Board of Trade Journal. 


CANADA’S INCREASING INDUSTRIALIZATION — her mining, con- 
struction, oil field, transportation and other activities — and the Cana- 
dian employers’ willingness to install machinery whenever possible 
in order to save high labour costs, create a growing market for lifting 
equipment of many kinds. From 1948 there was a steady increase in 
demand until 1953, the peak year. In 1954 there was a falling off, but 
in 1955 the demand increased quite sharply, and the future outlook 
is most encouraging. 

The various types of cranes and hoists mentioned below are those 
in general use in Canada, but should not be taken as a complete list. 
Many industries such as mining, oil-well drilling, etc., have special 
lifting devices peculiar to their own operations and these have been 
purposely omitted as being beyond the scope of this report. 


Hand Hoists 


Hand hoists are sold in large numbers and have many applications. 
There are three main types: differential block, worm gear and spur 
gear. Lifts vary from 500 Ibs. to 20 tons, although hand hoists with 
a capacity of more than 5 tons are unusual. The most popular type 
is said to be spur gear and the most popular sizes } to 2 tons. Lever- 
operated hoists of 1 and 2 tons are also being sold. 


United Kingdom hand hoists and chain blocks are competitive in 


price and the quality is good. Chain blocks sell well; but the British 
hoist is considered by some to be on the bulky side. 


Electric Hoists 


Electric hoists are very popular and have the greatest share of the 
hoist market. Sizes range from 250 lbs. to 20 tons, the popular sizes 
being 500 Ibs. to 2 tons. Hoists rated up to 2 tons use either link chain, 
roller chain or cable — cable being the most popular. Link and roller 
chain have a price advantage when compared with similar hoists 
using cable, but cable is preferred by American manufacturers and 
lends itself to the streamlining of the hoist. Above 2 tons cable lift 
is used invariably. Most electric hoists are constructed for use with 
monorails. Hand traverse is usual for hoists rated up to 2 tons, but in 
the larger sizes it is usual for hoists to have geared traverse, with 
powered traverse more popular than hand-geared. 

Electric hoists are offered by Canadian, American and British manu- 
facturers: the American manufacturers get the largest share of the 
market. The share of British manufacturers is low, partly because of 
price but chiefly because their design is considered bulky in comparison 
with the streamlined and compact American-type hoist. 

The demand for air hoists in general industry is diminishing, but 
there is a certain demand from shipyards, large engineering plants 
and surface operations in mines where compressed air is freely 
available. 


Overhead Travelling Cranes 


Whereas the British practice with overhead travelling cranes is 
to use lattice construction, Canadian and American manufacturers 
prefer the fish-belly box-type construction. This is borne out by the 
fact that one Canadian crane , in 15 years of business, 
has not designed or built one girder of lattice type. Although material 
costs are higher, Canadian and American manufacturers have retained 
the box design because the savings in labour costs more than offset the 
extra cost of materials used in the heavier-type construction. 


There is considerable divergence of opinion as to whether or not 
buildings are designed to accommodate standard cranes; but the 
sieges sores eet he gg Lites cong cheese 
built. Newly constructed buildings, however, are now trequently 
designed to afford the clearance required by standard cranes. To some 


and of other

extent, therefore, cranes may not need to be custom-built in entirety 
for each installation. 

In smaller sizes there are a number of manufacturers, both Canadian 
and American, marketing a complete line of standard travelling cranes, 
based on standard deck mounting hoists, ranging up to 50 tons. 


Mobile Cranes 


A large variety of mobile cranes is available in Canada. Most of 
the bigger types are built in the United States, but small and medium- 
sized ones are built or assembled in Canada. 

Both crawler-mounted and rubber-mounted cranes are sold in 
quantity. Previously the biggest demand was for crawler-mounted, 
but the tendency is more and more toward the use of rubber because 
of the use of mobile cranes for highway work. In the field of single- 
purpose machines the two engined ‘motor’ crane is more popular 
than the single engined ‘self-propelled’ crane which has a road speed 
of approximately 7 m.p.h. as compared to the former’s approxitnate 
speed of 35 m.p.h. Distances between jobs are much greater in 
Canada, and the operator is not interested in a machine which can 
move from site to site only at slow speed. The demand for ‘self- 
propelled’ cranes comes mainly from industries where road speeds 
are of little importance. 

For heavy construction ap Sa goes to the multi-purpose ex- 
cavator which can readily be adapted into a crane and ito any of the 
five basic uses of this machine. 

For truck-mounted cranes most United States manufacturers use 
a standard truck chassis, and modify it as required. Some United 
Kingdom manufacturers, on the other hand, use a custom-built 
chassis, particularly on models over 4 tons. This is said to provide a 
superior piece of equipment but increases the cost considerably. 

Popular sizes of both crawler-mounted and rubber-mounted cranes 
are 10 to 25 tons: the greater demand is for cranes rated at more than 
20 tons. 

Carrier motive power is invariably petrol, with about equal demands 
for petrol and diesel for the upper-works. transmission 
requirements are eight forward speeds and two reverse. 

Provision is usually made for a self-removable counterweight to 
cut down overall weight when the crane is on the highway, where 
there are limits on weight and on the width of vehicles. In general, 
a maximum width of 8 ft. without permit is standard throughout 
Canada. Up to certain greater widths — usually 10 ft. — a yearly permit 
can be obtained which does not limit the number of trips that can be 
made,

In planning a selling 
campaign there up-to-date information on market conditions, import regulations and customs duties 
will be required. In carrying it out, interviews with agents and distributors must be arranged. 
Intending exporters should consult the Export Services Branch or any Regional Office of the 
Board of Trade who can help with these problems through the overseas officers. In the United 
States there are Commercial Officers at the Consulates-General, and in Canada there

Design and Styling 

It cannot be over-emphasized that a good appearance is essential 
as Canada follows closely the American lead toward and 
compactness. This results largely from the use of light-weight 
aluminium blocks. Heavy blocks create strong sales-resistance in 
Canadian users. A feature gaining favour is the rounded cab front 
which gives the operator better vision than the conventional square 
type. Any equipment likely to be used in the open air should be fully 
‘winterized’ so that it can be operated in the extreme cold of the 
Canadian winters. For example, cabs should be properly enclosed with 
adequate heating for operators. 

Easily accessible machinery is also a strong selling point. It is an 
asset if British man can install N.E.M.A, frame sizes on 
electric motors. In the event of failure, it is then easier to secure a 
Canadian replacement if the United Kingdom motor is not in stock. 


How Business is Done 


Some of the larger Canadian manufacturers cover the country 
through their own branch offices and plants, each with its own sales 
force, and in parts of Canada much of the business is done direct 
with the manufacturers. However, most manufacturers also make use 
of distributor/agents whom they usually appoint to cover areas far 
removed from any of their sales branches. Most United States and 
United Kingdom firms selling in the Canadian market follow the 
distributor pattern, and in addition they may also have a 
subsidiary company to co-ordinate sales efforts, give technical advice 
where necessary, and supervise the service and spares organizations 
of their agents. 

It is usual for manufacturers to split their territorial representation 
in Canada into at least three areas. 

Distributors are generally allowed 25 per cent. discount on smaller 
items which they may stock, although the allowance may be as low 
as 15 percent. in some cases; and between 7} per cent. and 15 per 
cent. on larger equipment, depending on the size of crane. Smaller 
items, such as hand hoists and small electric hoists, are sometimes sold 
through jobbers. Most of the business is on a 30-day basis, although 
on larger equipment long term payments are offered. 

Usually the cost of advertising in national papers is borne by the 
manufacturer, while the local agent will pay for advertisements in the 
local press, although he may receive some help from his principals. 
Advertising for lifting equipment would largely be done through 
technical papers, some of the leading ones being: Canadian Machinery, 
481 University Avenue, Toronto, Ontario; Roads and Engineering 
Construction, 341 Church Street, Toronto 2, Ontario; Industrial 
Canada, 67 Yonge Street, Toronto, Ontario; Engineering and Contract 
Record, 347 Adelaide Street West, Toronto, Ontario; Engineering 
Journal, 2050 Mansfield Street, Montreal, Quebec; Plant Administra- 
tion, 481 University Avenue, Toronto, Ontario. 

Apart from press advertising, the ‘direct mail’ approach is sometimes 
used for smaller equipment. A standard ieaflet size of approximately 
11 ins. by a ins, is adopted by most manufacturers for advertising 
literature of this type. 

Small hand and electric hoists which are bought off the shelf must 
be stocked by distributors; small mobile cranes and similar equipment 
should also be stocked. Where a new type of standard equipment is 
being introduced it is important to have a demonstration model easily 
available; Canadian firms will not buy equipment from a catalogue 
without first seeing it in operation. Even when the product is well 
known, demonstration models are frequently available. 

A good, efficient and speedy spares and servicing organization is 
essential and may well be vital to the success of any United Kingdom 
machinery manufacturer’s efforts in the Canadian market. Canadians 
are used to prompt service from American and Canadian firms and 
expect the same service from all firms operating in Canada. 

Hoists are generally sold with a warranty of at least 90 days, although 
this varies with individual manufacturers. Guarantee against defective 
workmanship in larger type cranes may be six to 12 months, with 
12 months being quite usual.

or advantages arising from any Customs Union or free trade zones to 
which either country may belong. The right to engage in coastal 
maritime traffic is also excluded from the provisions of the agreement. 

The agreement will enter into force 14 days after the exchange of 
instruments of ratification and will be valid for an indefinite period, 
subject to the right of either country to denounce with a minimum of 
three months’ notice. 


Italy and Czechoslovakia 


AN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the Italo-Czechoslovakian Trade 
Agreement, and a Payments Agreement were signed in Rome on 
September 29. 

The agreements will be valid for a year from October 1, 1956, and 
may be renewed annually thereafter unless denounced on three 
months’ notice. 


Italian exports to Czechoslovakia will include fresh and dried fruit, 
combed hemp, artificial and synthetic fibres, chemical products, 
machine tools, motor vehicle accessories and iron and steel products. 


Czechoslovakian exports to Italy will include malt, anthracite, 


timber, domestic porcelain, window glass, iron and steel semi- 
manufactures and machine tools. 














Postal Parcels to Ethiopia 


THE ETHIOPIAN postal authorites have reported that numbers of 
parcels addressed from abroad to the State Bank of Ethiopia have 
given rise to difficulty and delay in the postal service because, although 
they are intended for the account of third parties, insufficient indication 
of this appears in the address. 


It should be noted that the address of postal parcels forwarded in 
~ care of a bank should include adequate indication of the ultimate 
addressees.

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Sterling Area Trade Summary 








Rate of Expansion Slows Down in First Half of 1956 


THE RATE OF GROWTH of exports from all sterling countries in 
the first half of 1956 (9 per cent. compared with the first half of 
1955) was much the same as that during 1955. 

United Kingdom exports including re-exports rose by 15 per cent. 
in this period, which was in line with the average rate of increase 
in world exports of manufactured goods. After allowance for the 
1954-55 dock strikes and repayment of silver bullion to the United 
States in 1956, however, the underlying rate of expansion of United 
Kingdom merchandise exports in the first half is estimated to be 10 per 
cent. by value and 6 per cent. by volume. 

Exports from the rest of the sterling area in January to June this 
year were only 4 per cent. higher than a year earlier by value but more 
than this by volume; the increase was due mainly to higher exports of 
copper (tin and jead earnings were also quite high) and large ship- 
ments from Hong Kong of textiles imported mainly from Japan and 
China and re-exported mainly to Indonesia; this trade was valued at 
about £20 million in January-June 1956 compared with less than 
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£8 million in the first half of 1955. Among textile materials, the same 
quantity of wool was exported from the rest of the sterling area in the 
first half of 1956 as in the first half of 1955 but the fall in price led to 
the reduction of 9 per cent. in wool earnings. Raw cotton exports 
rose, but there was a fall in the value of cotton and jute piece-goods 
shipped. 'The fall in cocoa prices also reduced the value of this trade 
by between 15 and 20 per cent. 


Thus, with prices on the average lower than a year earlier, with 
rubber earnings unchanged, and the predominance of foodstuffs 
and textile materials in the exports of the overseas sterling area, these 
countries did not share fully in the substantial expansion during 
the first half of this year in the value of industrial countries’ imports 
from other areas which are mainly producers of primary products. 

Another important factor was the stability of imports into the 
United Kingdom which is the main market for other sterling countries; 
their exports to O.E.E.C. countries, which have been rising almost 
continuously since 1952, were 7 per cent. higher in the first half of 
1956 than in the first half of 1955; those to Japan rose by 28 per cent. 
Dollar exports were maintained in spite of a big reduction in rubber 
purchases by the United States in the second quarter of this year. 

At the same time the export earnings of most countries in the ‘rest 
of the sterling area succeeded at least in maintaining, or nearly 
maintaining, the relatively high levels of trade in the first half of last 
year. Thus for territories in West Africa, in spite of the reduction in 
earnings from cocoa — the only sterling commodity to slump seriously 
this year - total exports fell only by 5 per cent.; exports of vegetable 
oils and nuts from Nigeria were maintained. Australian exports in 
the crop year July 1955 to June 1956 changed very little; in January 
to June 1956 lower earnings from exports of wool and other traditional 
items were covered to some extent by increased shipments of newer 
exports such as refined petroleum, copper, zinc and titanium. New 

ealand also sold less wool in the first half of this year, but larger 





shipments of meat and dairy products contributed to a rise of 8 per 
cent. in her total exports; compared with a year earlier South African 
exports (excluding uranium shipments) rose to a similar extent. 
East African exports inc ayer por ya on in this period, 
on account of higher sales of and cotton. The biggest 
in exports among sterling countries was in Ceylon, due 
the lower prices of tea shipments and also to some decline i 
exports. 

It should be noted that the sharp fall in the market prices 
and copper earlier this year were not fully reflected in the half mtr 
recorded trade figures; nor, on the other hand, was the recovery in 
merino wool prices. 


Export figures have been extracted for the first time for a number 
of sterling commodities not included previously and these are given 
in Table A which also shows principal suppliers. Further additions 
may be made later. This makes it possible to get a better idea of the 
pattern of exports of the rest of the sterling area, 
are used in the table below. The analysis of 
sterling commodities in the first half of 1956 is given as usual at the 
end of the article.

Sterling Imports 


Although sterling imports into all countries in the first half of 1956 
were 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier, the rapid increase in 1955 
has slowed down and the value was much the same as in the fourth 
quarter of 1955. Between the first halves of 1955 and 1956 the underly- 
ing rate of increase (after allowing for strikes, etc.) in United Kingdom 
imports was probably only 2 per cent. by value and volume. The 
increase in imports into the rest “ the sterling area was largely 
accounted for by colonial imports, and although these were 15 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier, the expansion slowed down consider- 
ably this year. Imports into Malaya and Hong Kong continued to 
paaneg Herrera ralpaeotaced ie a Bs yey Toswng aght mee 
from Indonesia, accounted for over half the increase in colonial 
imports between the first halves of 1955 and 1956; the large 
ments of cotton piece-goods referred to under exports ae. 
these import figures. Imports into East and West Afri Africa and the 
West Indies all rose by 11 to 15 per cent. Australian imports have 
been at the same level for the last four quarters, and im: restrictions 
have kept them some 10 per cent. below the peak in the first half of 
1955. New Zealand imports have been reduced from the high 1955 
level to a similar degree, while Pakistan’s imports in terms of sterling 
were 9 per cent. lower in the first half of this year than before devalua- 
tion in the first half of last. The outstanding increase among independ- 
ent countries was in Indian imports which rose by 21 per cent., the 
increase in manufactured goods being even greater (about 54 per cent.) 
in the first half of this year compared with a year ago. Rhodesia was 
also importing at a high rate, especially for manufactured goods. 

The broad pattern of changes in sterling area imports is given in 
Table C below, which shows that nearly all the increased supplies 
have been drawn from non-sterling countries other than the dollar 
area — especially O.E.E.C. countries and Japan.

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It is clear from Table D that Germany and Japan have made 
einests into many of our markets in the sterling 
European countries also gaining some ground. The percentage increases 
exaggerate the extent to which these countries have gained a share in 
the markets, since the actual value of their trade in 1955 was in 
nearly all cases only a small proportion of our own. Thus the figures 
at the end of the table show that our percentage share in the rest of 
the sterling area’s imports from these countries fell from 54-4 to 

51-9, while the share of Germany and Japan together rose from 13-7 
to 15:8. Nevertheless, of the additional £94 million worth of goods 
imported into the area from the main manufacturing countries in the 
first half of 1956, the United Kingdom supplied £16 million, and 
Germany, other European countries together, and Japan, each supplied 
over £20 million. It is also remarkable how Germany has increased 
her trade considerably more than the United Kingdom in nearly every 
overseas sterling market, and has even succeeded in selling a little 
more to Australia and Pakistan when they were cutting down imports. 
Japan's gains have also been widespread, with imports into Hong Kong 
doubling, though Australian and Pakistan imports from Japan fell 
sharply. Imports into the rest of the sterling area from continental 
O.E.E.C. countries other than Germany accounted for 17 per cent. 
of imports from manufacturing countries, and in the first half of 1956 
were doing particularly well in India. Imports from the United States 
rose very moderately - 5 per cent.— for the area as a whole, which 
was also ion the rate of expansion of United States imports into South 
Africa and India, which, together with Australia, are her biggest 
markets in the sterling area. 


Exports from Rest of Sterling Area 
Raw Wool 


Overseas sterling countries exported 9 per cent. more wool by 
quantity in the season 1955-56 ending in June, compared with the 
previous season, but the value of these exports was 4 per cent. less. 
Wool prices remained fairly stable for most of the season although a 
little below the previous season’s levels. A notable feature was the 
gain in merino prices as compared with those of crossbred wools at 
the end of the season, in contrast to the narrowing of the price differ- 
ence between finer and coarser counts over the last few years. In the 
first half of this year world consumption of wool is estimated to have 
been some 9 per cent. higher than in the same period last year, with 
above average increases for the United States, Japan and France. 
Consumption in the United Kingdom, however, was a little lower. 
In terms of quantities exports to the United Kingdom from sterling 
countries were 6 per cent. lower in the 1955-56 season, but exports 
to the dollar area were 8 per cent. higher, with larger supplies from 
New Zealand and India offsetting lower exports from Australia and 
South Africa. Exports to non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries were 10 per 


countries’ was accounted for by increases in shipments to Japan and 
to the Soviet Union (from New Zealand and South Africa) and to 
other Eastern European countries (from Australia). With production 
of woollen textiles rising in most countries outside the United King- 
dom, especially in Japan, the outlook for raw wool producers was 
relatively favourable at the end of the 1955-56 season. The anticipated 
further rise of 3 per cent. in the 1956-57 crop, mainly due to a further 
large increase expected for the Australian clip, may, however, be a 
moderating influence on wool prices.

Raw Jute 


Exports of raw jute from Pakistan in 
1956 were 10 per cent. higher in quantity. When the Pakistani rupee 
was devalued in August last year, the rupee j 
raised and jute prices in sterling were only slightly lower than tm the 
previous crop year. However, some of the 1955-56 jute crop had already 
been sold when devaluation was announced, and exports for the crop 
year were 3 per cent. lower in sterling value than in 1954-55. 

In terms of quantity, exports to India and continental O.E.E.C. 
countries increased by the average for all destinations in 1955-56, 
but dollar countries took 23 per cent, more and other non-sterling 
countries 33 per cent. more. About 30,000 tons were shipped to China 
in the first half of this year compared with less than 12,000 tons in 
the whole of the 1954-55 season; exports to the United Kingdom, on 
the other hand, were 14 per cent. less in weight. Exports were high 
in the first quarter of this year, and prices rose. By the second quarter, 
both supply and demand had fallen off and prices weakened while 
reports of the 1956-57 crop were awaited. It is believed that once 
again Pakistan will be able to achieve her policy of ensuring that 
supplies do not exceed demand in the new crop year. There was 
probably little carry-over from the 1955-56 crop in Pakistan but 
there may be larger than normal unsold stocks in importing countries. 
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was virtually unchanged in the first half of this year compared with 
ane, canes potiod fant. pune, lois sis, teesin hes ae Meena eee aie 
value of these exports.

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Natural Rubber 

The quantity of rubber exported from overseas sterling countries 
(including re-exported rubber) was 5 per cent. lower in the first half 
of this year with the same period in 1955, about the same 
decline as for world exports of natural rubber. The value of these 
exports was, however, slightly greater, although natural rubber prices, 
after reaching their peak at the end of last year, had fallen by June to 
levels prevailing as far back as the autumn of 1954. This fall may 
have been connected with the difficulties which car manufacturers 
both in the United Kingdom and the United States had in disposing 
of their growing stocks of unsold cars in the earlier months of this 
year. Stocks of natural rubber in June of this year were, however, 
little changed from a year earlier and consumption of natural rubber 
had been running at about the same rate as last year over the first 
six months of 1956. On the other hand, stocks of synthetic rubber in 
the United States were growing, and this factor, together with the 
prospect of reduced demand compared with 1955, had the effect of 
lowering natural rubber prices. 


In the first half of this year compared with last, exports from 
sterling countries to the United Kingdom were 8 per cent. higher in 
quantity, but exports to the dollar area and to continental O.E.E.C. 
countries were 25 per cent. and 15 per cent. lower respectively. 
Malaya’s exports to the United States, after remaining at about £12 
million in value throughout the quarters of 1955 and in the first 
quarter of 1956, sank to £7 million in the second quarter of this year. 
‘There was some recovery in the tonnage of rubber shipped to O.E.E.C. 
countries in the second quarter. The 27 per cent. rise in rubber 
exports to other non-sterling countries can be more than accounted 
for by a very big increase in Malaya’s exports to Eastern Europe and 
almost a doubling of the tonnage of rubber shipped from Ceylon to 
China under long-term contract. 

Tin 

In the first half of this year exports of tin from the overseas sterling 
area were 5 per cent. higher in quantity and 15 per cent. higher by 
value than in the same period last year. Although prices fell a little 
from the high level at the beginning of this year, the position of tin 
in the world market was strengthened by the continuation of a high 
level of tin consumption which was achieved by a reduction in stocks 
rather than by an increase in world production. Production in Malaya, 
however, was at a record post-war level in the first half of this year, 
although in subsequent months this increase was cut back by labour 
stoppages. Exports were particularly high to the Netherlands, France 
and Italy compared with the previous year, and among sterling 
countries exports to South Africa increased substantially. Among other 
non-sterling countries, exports to Japan increased by about 70 per 
cent. although exports to Argentina were down. Exports to the dollar 
areas were a little lower in quantity and value than in the first half of 
1955, when they were particularly high, but the tonnage exported to 
the United Kingdom (mainly from Nigeria), which had been falling 
in recent years, was maintained at the previous year’s level. 


Copper 

The overseas sterling area exported 25 per cent. more copper 
by quantity in the first half of this year than in the first half of last, 
when exports had been held back by the Rhodesian strikes, and the 
quantities shipped this year were little different from those in the 
first half of 1954. This failure of supplies to meet the rising consump- 
tion of copper in the world’s industries forced copper prices to record 
levels in the earlier months of this year. Prices had fallen again from 
this peak by June, but the position of copper remained fundamentally 
strong. Exports from Rhodesia and South Africa to the United King- 
dom and continental O.E.E.C, countries were at about the same level 
as before the 1955 strikes, but exports to the United States were low 
with United States domestic production at a high level. 


Cocoa 


Exports of raw cocoa from the rest of the sterling area in the first 
half of this year were about 27 per cent. above the quantities reported 
in the first six months of 1955, when supplies were short, and 10 per 
cent. above the level of the same period of 1954. Owing to lower cocoa 
prices, however, the value of these exports has slumped. During the 
1955-56 crop year inning in October last year, supplies became 
far more plentiful and the 1955-56 cocoa crop was a record one. Stocks, 
which in recent years have been at much lower levels than pre-war, 
are now thought to be sufficiently large to form a stabilizing factor on 
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world price levels which in the recent past have fluctuated sub- 
stantially with changes in current production. By the middle cf this 
year prices had returned for the first time to pre-Korean levels. 
y consumption in the calendar year 1956 is not likely to be as 
high as in 1953, since the increases in the United States and Western 
Europe are partly offset by a further fall in the United Kingdom, 
every chance that the 1953 level of consumption will be 
regained in 1957. This pattern is reflected in the figures of cocoa 
exports from sterling countries in the first quarter of this year (full 
details of exports in the second quarter are not available), which show 
that exports to the United Kingdom were lower than a year ago, while 
exports to the United States and continental Europe had risen. 


Tea 


The export of tea from sterling producers was 30 per cent. higher 
in quantity in the first half of this year compared with last, but owing 
to the high prices in the early months of last year the value of these 
exports was 3 per cent. less in the later period. In February of this 
year the Indian Government abandoned the limits placed on the 
export of tea for auction abroad, mainly in London. A result of this 
policy of limitation had been that stocks had piled up at Calcutta 
where there was inadequate warehousing, whereas in the United 
Kingdom stocks were lower than normal. Following the lifting of 
these restrictions, substantial shipments left India, mainly for the 
United Kingdom. 


Coffee 


Exports of coffee from sterling countries, largely from East Africa, 
were 4 per cent. greater in quantity and 11 per cent. higher in value 
in the first half of this year than a year earlier. Exports to the United 
Kingdom rose by 19 per cent. in quantity but exports to the dollar 
area were a little lower. Exports to continental Europe were at about 
the same level by weight, but there was a greater proportion of the 
higher-priced grades sold to these countries this year. There has been 
a steady demand in Europe and America for the finer grades of coffee 
this yes: as most of the remaining Brazilian crop at the end of last 
season ws of poor quality and it is reported that this season’s Brazilian 
crop will be of below average quality. Prices of the finer type of Arabica 
coffee, produced in all three East African territories, therefore 
remained firmer in the middle of this year than did quotations for 
the lower grade Robusta coffee grown mainly in Uganda. 


Meat and Dairy Products 


Of the commodities for which statistics are published in this 
article for the first time meat and dairy products show similar distribu- 
tions of exports with the United Kingdom as the principal market. 
This long established pattern had been reinforced during and after 
the second world war with bulk purchase agreements between the 
United Kingdom and Australia, New Zealand and the Irish Republic. 
Most of these long term marketing arrangements with their fixed 
prices and agreement to sell the bulk of exportable surpluses to the 
United Kingdom and British Colonies, have terminated since mid- 
1954 but were still operative for certain products until October 1956. 
Under a 15-year agreement made in 1952, deficiency payments are 
payable to the Australian Government when market prices in the 
United Kingdom fall below the agreed minimum levels. These 
deficiency payments are excluded from the values of exports shown 
in the meat table. 

Exports to the United Kingdom of butter, cheese, milk and eggs 
from Australasia and the Irish Republic have now reverted entirely 
to private trading, but with the complete removal of bulk purchase 
agreements between the United Kingdom and her trading partners, 
there is as yet no sign of increased exports to other destinations. 


Statistical Notes 


Sources. Most of the tables have been compiled by the Statistics 
Division of the Board of Trade from the publications of the United 
Kingdom and other sterling and Commonwealth countries or from 
material made available specially through the co-operation of those 
countries. Tables showing the exports from North America and from 
non-sterling member countries of the Organization for European 
Economic tion countries to the sterling area are based on 
the summaries of this trade prepared by the O.E.E.C. Secretariat.

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The data on commodity prices has been compiled by the Central 
Statistical Office in collaboration with other Government depart- 
ments. 

Since the tables of trade are based on the statistics compiled by the 
individual countries of the area, the methods and definitions differ in 
detail from country to country. The notes which follow indicate the 
main differences. Further information on the trade definitions used 
by Commonwealth countries and more detailed are given in 
the ‘Statistical Abstract for the Commonwealth and Sterling Area’ for 
1954 and the ‘Digest of Colonial Statistics.’ 

System of Trade. In the main the statistics relate to total imports 
and exports, including re-exports; the principal exceptions are 
United Kingdom exports by commodity groups (produce and manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom), Jordan and Gambia (imports for 
consumption), Trinidad and Tobago, Iraq and Iceland (imports for 
consumption and exports of home produced goods). 

Valuation. Exports are generally f.o.b. Imports of most countries 
are valued c.i.f., the principal exceptions being imports into Australia, 
Union of South Africa and the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, 
which are valued f.o.b. 

Coverage. The term ‘imports (or exports) of the sterling area’ in 
table 1 means the sum total of the imports (or exports) recorded by 
each of the sterling countries. It therefore includes the trade of 
sterling countries with other sterling countries — the ‘inter-sterling 
area trade.’ Owing to the lack of complete returns for the trade in 
oil and other commodities of the British protected states in the 
Persian Gulf, and for exports of oil from Iraq, the figures do not cover 
this sector of trade, except in so far as it is recorded in the imports 
and exports of other sterling countries. The statistics of sterling area 
exports therefore exclude exports of Middle East oil. 

Certain adjustments of figures as recorded in the national returns 
have been made to secure greater uniformity of treatment. Thus the 
statistics relate to merchandise trade only; silver bullion has been 
included in merchandise, but silver coin, gold coin and bullion, gold 
ores, unworked and partly worked gold are excluded. Gold bullion, 
semi-processed gold and material exported under the Atomic Energy 
Act are excluded from South Africa’s exports. Certain imports of 
foodgrains into India are excluded in some years through lack of 
detailed information. These amounted to {2,685,000 and £6,551,000 
for the fiscal years 1952-53 and 1953-54. Wherever practicable, 
transit and transhipment trade and ships’ stores (including coal and 
other fuel) whether for foreign or national vessels, have been excluded. 
Where tables have been compiled from publications of the O.E.E.C. 
the definitions used in those publications apply. 

Definition of ‘Colonies’ and ‘Other’ (Table 1). The sterling 
area is analysed into three constituent parts: the United Kingdom; 
the United Kingdom Colonies; all other sterling area countries. 
This last constituent part thus includes the independent sterling 
countries and their dependencies and the Channel Islands; the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland is included in this group. 
The phrase ‘Rest of the Sterling Area’ refers to all sterling area 
countries except the United Kingdom, and thus includes the United 
Kingdom Colonies. (Table 9) For a detailed list of Colonial 
territories reference should be made to the ‘Digest of Colonial 
Statistics. 

Definition of ‘O.E.E.C. Countries’ (Tables 2, 3, 4 and 6). The 
figures previously included trade with O.E.E.C. countries and 
dependencies but have now been revised to exclude the trade with

the dependencies which is now included in ‘Other non-sterling 
countries.’ 

Commodity exports (Table 6). —the figures exclude 
shipments from South West Africa to United States and Belzium 
for which values are not available separately but are included in the 
values for lead (see below) and amounting in thousand tons to 10 in 
1950, 11 in 1951, 14 in 1952, 12 in 1953, 12 in 1954, and 21 in 1955. 
Figures in all years for the non-sterling area include shipments from 
Northern Rhodesia of blister copper purchased by the United 
Kingdom but first consigned to non-sterling countries for refining. 

Sugar — the value figures for Australia for calendar years have been 
estimated from fiscal year figures prior to the third quarter of 1953. 
Some of the value figures for other countries have been estimated 
using known quantities and the price under the Sugar Agreement. 

The value of Sugar Preference certificates is excluded for which the 
total for all territories concerned was (£’000) 1,235 in 1950, 1,327 in 
1951, 1,263 in 1952, 1,311 in 1953, 1,408 in 1954 and 1,481 in 1955. 

Lead —- S.1.T.C. item 283-04 — Includes pig lead and lead bullion 
taken as 100 per cent. metal and lead ores and concentrates of varying 
metal content. The quantities of ores and concentrates are converted 
to show the estimated weight of recoverable lead but the values 
relate partly to the ore, etc., as such. 

The following are definitions for the new commodities: 

Meat and meat preparations — S.1.T.C. Division 01. 

Hides and skins — S.1.T.C. Group 211, and rough tanned skins 
from India ex item 611-01. 

Dairy products — S.I.T.C. Groups 021 to 025.

Diamonds, rough, uncut and industrial — $.1.T.C. ex item 272-07 
and item 672-01.

Quantities are simple aggregates of 
those shown in trade returns and take no account of the degree 
of milling. 

Vegetable oils — S.I.T.C. Group 412. 

Oilseeds and nuts — S.1.T.C. Division 22. 

Spices — S.1.T.C. Group 075. 

Mica —§$.1L.T.C. item 272-13. 

Provisional and estimated figures. Figures of imports and 
exports from individual national accounts, particularly in recent 
quarters are, in many instances, provisional. In a few cases it has 
been necessary to estimate trade, but the degree of estimation is small. 
Revisions to previously published figures are embodied in the tables. 
Owing to the omission of Middle East oil and for other 
reasons, for example differences of timing and valuation, the total 
of inter-sterling area trade measured by sterling countries’ imports 
differs from the total as measured by their exports. 

Rounding of figures. In all tables the totals shown are the 
aggregation of unrounded figures and will frequently not agree exactly 
with the addition of the rounded figures shown elsewhere in the tables. 


Exchange Rates. The figures for any period are converted at the 
exchange rate ruling at that period. Thus, for Pakistan the exchange 
rate used for the periods 1951 to July 1955 was 9-2635 rupees = £1 
and from August 1955 onwards 13-3 rupees = £1.

Review of Anti-Dumping Act 


THE UNITED STATES BUREAU OF CUSTOMS invite any exporter 
or other interested persons to submit views on the amendments which 
they consider to be necessary to the Anti-dumping Act of 1921 (as 
amended) to provide for greater certainty, speed and efficiency in its 
enforcement. Views should be submitted to the Bureau of Customs, 
Washington 25, D.C., not later than December 7. 

Section 5 of the Customs Simplification Act of 1956, signed by 
President Eisenhower on August 2, instructed the Secretary of the 
Treasury to review the operation and effectiveness of the Act and to 
report to Congress. In that report the Secretary is required to recom- 
mend any amendments to the Anti-dumping Act which are considered 
desirable or necessary for greater efficiency, certainty and speed in 
enforcing the Act. The Bureau of Customs come within the jurisdiction 
of the Treasury and, being closely concerned with the Act, have been 
made responsible for the collection and consideration of submissions.

The principal alterations under Decree 859 are as follows: 


(a) The Section for ‘Machinery, Accessories and Tools’ has been extended 
and the permitted imports are now set out in greater detail than in 
the original list. Fewer items are subject to the production of the 
Certificate of Necessity of the Ministry of Economy. 

(b) The following items have been added to the Section for ‘Material 
and Equipment for Transport’: vans, chassis for pick-ups, commercial 
and private aircraft, dredgers, delivery tricycles, tractors both wheeled 
and tracked, and equipment for loading, unloading and stacking 
goods. 

(c) Other additions to the list of permitted imports include poplins 
(subject to a Certificate of Necessity) and a wide range of sports 
articles. 

) The only deletions from the previous list are aureomycin and terra- 
mycin which may no longer be imported into Chile. 

(e) Importers of chemical products must obtain the approval of the Sub-
